Jars aro Chinese and Eurasians, with a few 
Indians. They are under the charge of 
native teachers capable of teaching up to 
the fourth standard. At the annual com- 

_ petive examination of the four schools, four. 
boys are selected for free scholarships ten- 
able at Queen’s College. In addition, the 
Belilios Public School for girls gives an 

. English education to girls and a few boys 
too. young to enter Queen's College. 
Eighteen grant-in-aid schools in 1899 gave 
an English education, and their grants de- 
“pend ou-the results of. yearly examinations. 
Nearly all are attached to some religious 
ody, and, except the Diovesan School, St.
